We began by selling 
magazine subscriptions and Christmas cards, and on March 25, 1949, we gave the 
seniors a banquet in ‘‘Gypsy Style.” 

With the aid of Mrs. R. C. Stokes, we gave the hilarious comedy, ‘‘Backwoods 
Romeo.” 

The marshals were, Ruth McNeill, chief; Betty Ruth Davis: June Norris; Elaine 
McKinney; Dudley O’Connell; William Gardner; and Bobby Clark. 

Ah—at last we’ve made it! We have reached the “Senior Sea.” The class 
officers are Dot Eades Dowdy, president; Joan Kelly, vice-president: Ruth McNeill, 
secretary and treasurer; Betty Jo Cameron, program chairman; and Joyce Todd, 
social chairman. Mrs. A. L. Isley is our class sponsor. A great number of our crew 
became sea sick, while Shirley Crickmore Williams, Dot Eades Dowdy, and Joyce 
Simpson Brooks became love sick; we still have 23 crew members. 

We realize that our days on the good ship, “‘Jonesboro High,” are growing short. 
To Mr. Isley, our principal; the teachers; and our parents we extend our most sincere 
appreciation for the assistance given so willingly in their efforts to help us meet the 
future with courage and hope.
